LAKEHURST, N. J., Sept. 9.— 


Plans for a new airship twice the 
capacity of the Shenandoah are in 
the hands of the Navy Department 
at Washington, it was learned to- 
day at the Lakehurst Naval Sta- 
tion. 

The plans for the new airship 
wer. prepared just before the dis- 
aster to the Shenandoah and repre- 
sent several improvements over the 
Shenandoah. 

For instance, although the Shen- 
andoah eliminated the danger of a 
hydrogen gas explosion by using 
the noninflammable gas helium, 
there still remained the danger of 
fire in the fuel tanks that were 


strung along the keel from end to 
end of the ship. 

The new plans call 
weight modified Diesel 
which burn heavy fuel oll 
pressure instead of gasoline. 

Furthermore, to reduce the ex- 
pense of filling the gas bags of the 
new airship with the comparatively 
rare gas helium, experiments have 
been made to determine how much 
hydrogen may be uscd to dilute the 
helium without making a combus- 
tible mixture.

In the meantime, Capt. Anton 
Heinen, expert Zeppelin pilot who 
helped build the Shenandoah, is 
hoping for a chance to present his 
theory of the catastrophe to a 
court of inquiry. 

Capt. Heinen’s theory is that the 
Shenandoah did not ‘have enough 
safety valves. He says it was not 
possible for the Shenandoah to let 
the helium gas escape rapidly 
enough when it began to expand in 
the rarified atmosphere at 7000 
feet, swelling the gas bags danger- 
ously against the inside of the ship. 

In the opinion of the officers 
here, whether Capt. Heinen is right 
will be determined by the wavering 
line traced by the recording mano- 
meter, one of the instruments sal- 
vaged from the wreck of the Shen- 
andoah. The manometer shows the 
difference in pressure inside and 
outside the air bags. And if it is 
found that the inside pressure went 
above anything which the Shenan- 
doah ever before experienced, the 
naval officers admit the presump- 
tion will then exist that Capt. 
Heinen is right. If the inside pres- 
sure is found below what the Shen- 
andoah has withstood previously, 
Capt. Heinen’s theory of insuffici- 
ent safety valves will fail.

If such a time 
ever comes War Department offi- 
cials hope that antiaircraft de- 
fenses will have so far developed 
that American planes can leave 
thelr airdromes to be protected by 
guns while they take the air to 
filght the enemy. Without per- 
fected antiaircraft defenses, many 
American planes necessarily must 
stick close te their sairdromes in 
order to prevent hostile craft from 
destroying them. 

These things will, however, have 
to wait for the congressional in- 
vestigation, when-the accuracy and 
justification cf Col. Mitchell's crit- 
icism will be gone into.

One is for white children, the 
Ellas Michael schoo] at Forest Park 
boulevard and Euclid avenue. The 
other is for negro crippled children, 
the Charles Henry Turner schoo! at 
Pendieton and Kennerly avenues. 

Each is designed not so much for 
the comfort of crippled children— 
for the theory upon which the 
school is to be conducted is the 
opposite of pampering—but upon a 
plan to encourage the children to 
a will to overcome their handicaps 
and then to help overcome them 
Thus there are full-length mirrors 
in every room, at the end of cor- 
ridors—wherever the child may be 
walking. The purpose is to stimu- 
late voluntary effort to correct 
posture. If a shoulder droops, the 
mirror will say “straighten up” and 
the voluntary effort to straighten 
up is the most hopeful of all cor- 
rective measures. There are rail- 
ings along the halls, low benches 
along the sides of some of the 
These suggest to the child 
—try it once without crutches.” 

The gymnasium is temptation to 
sportand, n yielding to temptation, 
dying tissue is brought Into action. 
Much of the hope for crippled chil- 
dren lies in the constant exercise 
of parts affected, particularly 
among those suffering from the 
effects of infantile paril- 
ysis.

Now, there afe two very becom- 
ing coiffures to be achieved easily 
which will help you toward the 
sculptured outline.

Now 
you take all the rest of your hair, 
brush it becomingly about the 
other ear and carry it across the 
back of your head.

Distribute 
it in a flat, even roll, several inches 
in length, as shown in the drawing.

The 
longer hair which has been 
brought across can be used to swing 
across the short straggling hairs 
at the nape of the neck.
